Rabies, or hydrophobia, is now! 
present in this county. During the ' 
last few days four humans bitten | 
by rabitic dogs near Daggett have | 
begun the course of treatment 
known as the Pasteur treatment. | 

The danger of neglected treat-, 
ment lies in the fact that humans | 
will and do develop rabies, which | 
is a disease caused by a virus and | 
accompanied by dreadful convul- 
sions, and which almost always 
ends in death. 

The preventfon of this disease | 
lies in immunizing each dog with; 
rabies vaccine, which is given in 
one hypodermic injection, and 
which protects the dog for about 
one year, when it becomes neéces- 





' gary to repeat the immunization. 


Contrary to popular opinion, 
cases of rabies in dogs occur as 
frequently in the winter as in the 
summer. The types of rabies are 
known as (1) dumb and (2) fur- 
ious rabies. The afflicted ee 
carries the virus in its saliva and 
is infective to other dogs and to 
man for about ten days before de- 
veloping the disease.
